Russians rally to support Boris Yeltsin 


“Gorbachev resign!” and “Gorbachev, go away!” 

“Red Filth, Hands Off Our Yeltsin!” proclaimed a sign in support of the 
60-year-old politician, who was not at the rally. 

Other hand-printed signs also reflected public dissatisfaction with the So- 
viet leader: “Gorbachev, The People Despise You,” and “Uncle Gorby, My 
Granny and I Don’t Trust You Anymore.” 

In a nationally televised appearance on Tuesday, Yeltsin accused Gor- 
bachey of sacrificing political and economic reforms to gain personal power and 
demanded that he resign. 

Since then, Yeltsin has been the target of a barrage of criticism from 
hard-line Communist lawmakers and the government-controlled media, espe- 
cially television. 

“The Soviet media is unleashing a campaign of lies and slander against our 
leader,” said Bella Denisenko, a lawmaker from the Russian republic. “Let’s 
support him today. We want him to hang in there.” 


Baghdad radio predicts Iraqi victory 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — Baghdad radio, in the first Iraqi comment addressing 
the allied ground offensive, predicted victory Sunday in “the most noble 
battle” in history. 

“Traq is not a prize for anyone and is not going to surrender to threats,” the 
radio said. “Iraq’s army has been prepared for martyrdom’s day, which is 
unique in the history of wars.” 

The broadcast, monitored in Cyprus, gave no details about the fighting. It 
spoke to Iraqi troops: “The whole world is waiting, oh heroes, for your great 
achievement and follows your brave strikes that you continue to aim at the 
enemies of God and humanity.” 

“You are waging now the most noble battle and achieving the greatest 
victories on the army of atheism‘and aggression, the first of its kind in the 


U.S. cuts aid to Thailand to protest coup 


WASHINGTON — The United States suspéridéd nviost of its aid to Thailand 
to protest the overthrow of the government by military leaders. 

“The United States strongly supports constitutional rule and deeply regrets 
the overthrow of Thailand’s democratically elected government,” the State 
Department said in a statement urging leaders of the bloodless coup to restore 
the country to democratic rule immediately. 

Military chiefs toppled the government of the Asian country early Saturday, 
accusing it of corruption and of protecting enemies of the monarchy. 

The decision to suspend the $16.4 million in U.S. aid — most of it for 
development projects — was in keeping with U.S. law that forbids assistance 
to countries whose democratic governments have been deposed. 

The cutoff does not affect another $4 million the United States gives Thai- 
land annually to help eradicate drug cultivation and trafficking. 

“Clearly it’s in the U.S. interest to continue that program,” said one official. 
The U.S. anti-narcotics program in Thailand is one of the largest in the world. 

The State Department said the coup did not appear to endanger Americans 
se Thailand, although it intended to issue an advisory cautioning against travel 
there. 

The United States is concerned about the fate of Prime Minister Chatchai 
Choonhavan, who was arrested by the coup leaders, the State Department 
said. The United States is not in touch with that group of generals, the 
department said.

The Harold B. Lee library is one of 
the few sites in the United States 
where the American Memory com- 
puter, which brings electronic copies 
of Library of Congress collections to 
the screen, is located. 

The computer is the first of this 
type that combines video and compact 
disks to teach and bring images to the 
scholar. It contains Library of Con- 
gress collections of photos and 
graphic arts in electronic form. 

“Other collections in the form of 
manuscripts, music, motion pictures, 
books and sound recordings will be 
added,” said Alan Overstreet, a his- 
tory and religion paraprofessional in 
the library. 

The computer offers students the 
chance to learn history visually, 
Overstreet said. It provides photos of 
various lifestyles and clothing in dif- 
ferent time periods. Researchers can 
also use the computer to see political

Each 
student was allowed to ring it once 
following his/her graduation, 
Nehring said.

Patriotic sounds of Old Scotland 
can be heard in the halls of the Joseph 
Smith Building Thursday nights as 
some BYU students don kilts and 
plaids to play the bagpipe. 

The Provo Caldonian Pipe Club 
was started by Colin Merry, a native 
of Scotland, so that he would have a 
group to practice with locally. 

“Since being in Utah I have been a 
member of the Salt Lake Scotts Pipe 
Band,” Merry said. “I wanted to be 
able to practice with someone around 
here;’so I decided to try and start a 
club on campus that would provide a 
room for us to meet and play to- 
gether.” 

Merry, 22, a junior majoring in 
computer science, said when he was 
younger he heard the pipes in a pa- 
rade and loved their sound. He also 
liked the native costume that accom- 
panied the unusual instrument. 

“It’s not too difficult of an instru- 
ment to play,” Merry said, “but you 
have to have a lot of wind. There is a 
bag that is generally made out of 
sheepskin that has holes init. It has to 
remain full while you are playing. 

“Part of what we want to do with 
the club is to: encourage people who 
are interested in playing the bagpipes 
to do it,” he said. 

“We devote the first hour of our 
practice to helping the new members 
learn different theory or technique on 
the instrument. Then we play to- 
gether.” 

The songs the group plays are tra- 
ditional bagpipe songs, Merry said. 

“Only certain types of songs work 
with the pipes because there is one 
note that is extended throughout the 
entire song, so all other notes and 
chords have to harmonize with it. 
Sometimes octaves are used and quite 
often we use grace notes,” Merry 
said. Grace notes are ones that are 
played quickly to slide from one note 
to another.

“Actually, we found that a lot of the 
pipes sold in Scotland are made in 
Pakistan.” 

After the search for an instrument, 
Carl Wager began looking for some- 
one who would teach him to play. The

who said he would teach Carl if he 
would agree to join the band. 

The bagpipe and costume familiar 
with the Scottish performance origi- 
nated in Scotland as a military tool. 
When the British people went to war, 
they would send the Scotts in first, 
and they would march in, playing 
their bagpipes. 

“There is a lot of patriotism in it,” 
Sarah Wager said, “the uniform is 
very respected and the songs played 
on the bagpipes are patriotic in na- 
ture.” 

One of the most commonly heard 
songs on the pipes is “Scotland, the 
Brave.” The group will be performing 
this song along with “Amazing Grace” 
in a performance at a talent show in 
the ELWC Ballroom Thursday.

The U.S. Flag Code states that the ‘

It should be hoisted 
briskly and lowered ceremoniously. 
It is not to be displayed in inclement 
weather but should be displayed on all 
other days that weather permits. 

The flag should be displayed with 
the union (stars) uppermost and to 
the observer’s left. When flown at 
half mast, the flag is hoisted to the 
peak and then lowered to half mast 
position and is raised again before be- 
ing lowered for the day. 

The flag should never touch any- 
thing beneath it such as ground, floor, 
water or merchandise. 

It should never be printed or em- 
broidered on anything disposable 
such as napkins, ete. 

When too old and worn for display 
the flag should be disposed of in a 
proper manner. Burning is the usual 
method.

Frank Fredericks sprinted to a 
Western Athletic Conference record 
in the 200-meter dash while leading 
the Cougars to victory at the WAC 
Indoor Track Championships in Colo- 
rado Springs. 

Fredericks earned the title of Out- 
standing Male Athlete of the meet af- 
ter taking first in three events. Fred- 
ericks took first in the long jump with 
a leap of 24 feet, 10.inches and first in 
the 55-meter dash with a time of 6.17 
seconds. 

Fredericks had been ranked second 
to UTEP rival Olapade Adeniken go- 
ing into.the 200; however, Fredericks 
blasted to first place and a WAC

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Household hazardous waste 


Proper disposal a health matter

The garbage can is not always the 
proper place for waste disposal. Like- 
wise, sink drains and toilet bowls get 
more than they should. 

But recycling bins and compost 
piles don’t get enough. 

We just downright throw too much 
away. “That’s the most significant 
thing that needs to happen right now 
— decreasing the amount of garbage 
we create,” said Sam Rushforth, 
BYU professor of botany. The United 
States creates about twice as much 
garbage per capita as other industri- 
alized nations, he said. _ 

About 25 percent of land- 
fill waste is leaves, yard 
clippings, and _ food 
waste, said Sonja Wal- 
lace, environmental 
health scientist for 
the Utah Division off 
Environmental 
Health. All of these 
could be put into a 
compost pile, she said. 

Another 42 percent is’ 
paper, much of which 
could be recycled. 

Bulk of garbage is one matter. 
Hazards from garbage is another. 

An engineer at the Provo Depart- 
ment of Water Resources, Carl Car- 
penter, said items that should not be 
thrown into the garbage or poured 
down the drain or toilet include used 
motor oil, auto batteries, antifreeze 
and car wax. 

He also cited wet paints other than 
latex, solvent-based glues, window 
cleaners, floor care products, nail pol- 
ish remover, paint thinners, weed 
killers and rat poison. 

Items that may be thrown away — 
but not poured down the drain — in- 
clude empty aerosol cans, nail polish, 
and shoe polish. 

Items that may be poured down the 
drain — but not thrown away — in- 
clude latex paints, water-based glues, 
ammonia-based cleaners, permanent 
lotions, alcohol-based lotions, and 
bathroom cleaners. 

The last category of items should be 
diluted with lots of water, -Carpenter 
said. 

It would be better to take ammo- 
nia-based and bathroom cleaners to a 
household hazardous waste drop-off 
site, according to Salt Lake City- 
County Health Department litera- 
ture. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency has a four-part program de- 


signed to minimize what goes into a 
landfill, said Dale Stephenson, dis- 
trict manager for the South Utah Val- 
ley Solid Waste District. 

First, be smart about what you 
buy. “Buy fewer things that will have 
to be thrown away,” he said. 

Second, recycle everything you 
can. 

Third, communities should inciner- 
ate what they can of what’s left, and 
use the energy to make electricity, for 
example. 

Fourth, communities should put 
the remaining 10 percent in a landfill. 

As for hazardous household 
wastes, “the best thing is for people to 

be aware of what they pur- 
chase,” Stephenson - said. 
Two items may accom- 
plish the same job. One 
will be caustic; one will 
not, he said. 

Once the hazardous 
product is purchased, 
Stephenson said it 
should be used up in 
its intended applica- 
tion. But if it must be 
thrown away, the best 
place for it is a hazardous 
waste facility. 
Unfortunately, the nearest 

USPCI, a subsidiary of 


facility, 
Union Pacific, is near East Wendover 
— much too far away to be practical, 


he said. And USPCI probably 
wouldn’t take hazardous wastes from 
private individuals, Wallace said. 

Some communities have organized 
hazardous waste collection days, 
Stephenson said. Citizens can take 
their waste to a central location from 
which it will be taken in bulk to US- 
PCI. 

Such collection days are expensive, 
however, because of the high cost to 
USPCI for properly storing the 
waste. USPCI must charge between 
$250 and $600 for each 55-gallon bar- 
rel brought in, depending on what’s 
inside, Stephenson said. 

The last collection day in Salt Lake 
City cost $300,000, Wallace said. 

Provo has never had a collection 
day, said Gerald Stewart, a_ weigh 
station attendant at South Utah Val- 
ley Solid Waste District. 

“Try to get collection days going in 
your county,” Wallace said. One a 
month should work well, she said. 

The greatest harm from hazardous 
wastes being stored in landfills is the 
creation of “leachate,” Stephenson 
said. Leachate is a contaminated liq- 
uid that seeps from a landfill after 
having passed through the garbage. 


BYU recyling project 
brings in tons of stuff

One year ago, blue barrels with the 
recycle symbol started popping up all 
over campus. One year later, BYU 
officials are calling the project a suc- 
cess. 

A report released from BY U Public 
Communications showed 533 recy- 
cling containers around the campus. 

By the first week in March the 
number will have increased by 1212. 

And on order are an additional 2500 
containers. That will bring the total 
number to 4245, 

In the first year of operation (Jan. 1 
to Dec. 31, 1990) the campus recycling 
project received 1415.9 tons of mate- 
rial ranging from newsprint to insolu- 


ble glue.

Brent Harker, associate director of 
BYU Public Communications, said 
the university does not recycle the 
material itself, but sells it to other 
companies or industries. 


Depending on what the landfill con- 
tains, the leachate may contain mer- 
cury, lead,cadmium, petroleum prod- 
ucts, PCBs, metal shavings and other 
toxic substances, Stephenson said. 

Leachate contaminates ground wa- 
ter, streams, and underground water 
supplies. The chemicals in leachate 
also make it into the eco-system when 
birds or other animals eat leachate- 
contaminated food waste from the 
landfill, Wallace said. 

The greatest harm from hazardous 
wastes being poured down the drain 
or toilet is that they “kill the bacteria 
used to break down the organics in 
the waste water,” Carpenter said. 
“They inhibit the biological treatment 
process at the treatment 
plant.” 

However, the haz- 
ardous materials them- 
selves eventually 
leave the water natu- 
rally, either by set- 
tling out in sludge or 
by evaporating dur- 
ing aeration, he said. 

The water we use 
comes from springs 
and wells in both Provo 
and Rock Canyons. 

It doesn’t have to be fil- 
tered, but is disinfected with chlo- 
rine. 

Solid non-hazardous wastes not 
meant for the toilet can clog up the 
sewer line from a person’s house to 
the sewer main in the street, Carpen- 
ter said. Toilet paper is manufactured 
to disintegrate easily in water, he 
said. 

Even though there are no general 
hazardous waste collection facilities 
near Provo, there are at: least two 
garages in Orem that accept used mo- 
tor oil for proper disposal: Lube Doc 
at 1381S. State St. and The Pep Boys 
Auto Parts Superstore at 2608. State 
St. 

Non-hazardous wastes like food 
and yard wastes should be composted 
when possible, Rushforth said. 

Wallace said she puts hers in a pile 
in the back yard. 

The wastes decompose and become 
a superb fertilizer, Rushforth said. 

“If you doit right, it doesn’t have to 
be smelly,” Wallace said. 

On the other hand, “if every restau- 


rant had a pig out back...” we 


wouldn’t have so much food waste, 
she joked. 

Sharp items like needles and razor- 
blades should be put into some kind of 
container before being thrown away, 
Stephenson said.

With every person in the nation 
producing five pounds of garbage 
daily, landfills are not the only pos- 
sible accommodation, Three other 
options exist for disposing of 
garbage including incineration, 
waste minimization and recycling, 
Downs said. 

Utah has one incinerator in 
Davis County and the steam pro- 
duced by the plant is sold to Hill 
Air Force Base, Downs said. 
Waste minimization is simply re- 
ducing the amount of garbage pro- 
duced.: 3 

He said this reduction can take 
many forms such as reducing the 
packaging on products or putting 
some of the domestic waste such as 
food products in compost piles and 
then using that as fertilizer for 
gardens. 

Yard waste can also be placed in 
compost piles. Several landfills 
have designated areas to deposit 
land waste and then that material 
is used to cover the landfill. 

Although recent environmental 
improvement campaigns have em- 
phasized recycling, there has to be 
market for the materials in order 
for that option to be useful. 
Newsprint has usually had a very 
good market, but things such as 
glass and plastic don’t, Downs 
said. 

“A lot of the glass and plastics 


end up in the landfills anyway be- 
cause the recyclers can’t sell it,” he 
said. Some areas of Utah are get- 
ting into a crisis situation as far as 
land is concerned. When the land is 
owned by the federal or state gov- 
ernment, it is not available for use 
as a landfill. “Private land is ex- 
pensive,” Downs said. 
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This will make the garbage collec- 
tor’s job safer, he said. 

Orem and Mountain View high 
schools accept newspaper, office pa- 
per, plastic, and glass for recycling, 
Rushforth said. 

“Number 2 plastic recycles really 
easily,” Rushforth said, so look for 
the identification “No. 2” or “recy- 
clable” on shampoo bottles, two-liter 
pop bottles, dishwashing liquid bot- 
tles and most plastic food packages. 

To help cut down on garbage vol- 
ume, don’t buy foods that are over- 
wrapped — like candy bars that have 
three layers of paper around them, he 
said. “Buy in bulk.” 

“Don’t throw away clothes just be- 
cause they’re out of fashion,” 
Rushforth said. 

Don’t use short-lived 
batteries. pel use 
rechargeable batter: 

ies,” he said. 

To help cut down on 
hazardous waste vol- 
ume, Wallace sug- 
gests avoiding the 
purchase of such prod- 
ucts whenever possible. 

These products can be 


label for warnings and ingre- 
dients. 
“When you clean, instead of looking 
under the sink to find chemicals, look 
above the sink in the cupboards to 


find things that are pure and natural,” § 


she said. 
For example, vinegar and water 


can be used instead of a commercial § 


window cleaner, and baking soda and 
water can be used as a cleaning solu- 
tion. “And they do work,” she said. 

Some products like oven cleaner 
are not replaceable, she said. So only 
buy as much as you will use. 

“That’s one area in which buying in 
bulk is not the best answer,” she said. 

If you have a hazardous product 
you absolutely don’t need any more, 


see if you can give it away to someone § 
who will use it before you throw it & 


away, she said. 
It’s important for people to remem- 


ber that we really can’t throw any- £ 


thing away, she said. We're just mov- 
ing it from one place to another.
